This behaviour made him 

odious to the whole nation, except a few 


perſons whom he employed of his own 


kidney. 


Moſt people were ſurprized he ſtood his 


ground ſo long: certainly (ſaid they) he muſt 


in ſome ſhape or other, be exceeding uſe- 
ful to the Prince, or he muſt long ago have 


periſhed. The Czar often kicked him pu- 


blickly and beat him like a dog, fo that the 
Py-ſtanders concluded him undone, but al- 
ways 
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Book ways next morning the peace was made up, 
XVI. which, people believed could not proceed 
but from ſome preternatural cauſe. The 


belief of withchcraft and magical arts pre

When the Czar went firſt into foreign 


countries, Menzekoff accompanied him, and 
was comonly called Prince Alexander; tho

When by the force of preſents at the court 
of Vienna, together with his being the Czar's 


favourite, he was by the Emperor Jeſepb, 
created a prince of the empire. He was no

Our Marſhal ſerved from his youth 
in the imperial armies, ſometimes on the 
Rhine, and ſometimes in Hungary againſt 
the Turks, where he became a General-of- 
ficer; and was near ſixty years of age, be- 
fore he entered into the Ruſſian ſervice.

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Deſcription of St. Petersburgh. 


Taken Noi” a Letter from Mr. WII A 


Reſident of the States General at 12 
court of Ruſſia. 


LL the maps, ſays Monſieur de Wylde, 
being erroneous as to the fitnation of 


St Petersburgh, I give myſelt the honour to 
inform you, "that the river Neva or Nye is 


twelve common leagues long, or ſeventy- 
two werlts, according to the meaſure of theſe 


parts; from the iſland Rifzard or Richard, as 


it is commonly, tho' falſly called, in which 
ſtands Cronſtat,. abuſively taken in ſeveral 


maps for St. Petersburgh, to Oreſtha, or 


Niotteburgh, now called Slentelburgh ; that 1s, 
in other words, from the gulf of Finland to 


the lake Larga, and that St. Petersburgh is 


ſituated along chat river, within five leagues 
from Cron/tat, and ſeven from Sleutel- 


burgh. That river is fo broad near Cron- 


ſtat, that from one fide one can hardly 
perceive, without glaſſes, the oppoſite Ws” 


but it grows narrower as you go to St. Pe. 
tersburgh, where 1 it is but about one hundred

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and ſeventy toiſes, or about one thouſand 


feet broad, and continues much the ſame 


to the lake Ladoga. Schanterny is ſituated 
a league above St. Petersburgh ; but that 
town is ſo large, that it reaches to that fort, 
and has a very large circuit. 


The town of St. Petersburgh 1 may be S. 
Vided into two parts; one of which is in terra 
firma, on the ſide of Ingria; and the other 


conſiſts of five large iſlands. The admi- 
ralty is in one of the faid iſlands, being 
patked from the town only by a narrow ca- 


nal, in which there are ſeveral bridges of 
communication; and amongſt others, a very 


fine one, which comes to the highway or 
road from St. Petersburgh to Moſcow ; of 
which I ſhall further ſpeak, after having 


taken notice of ſome other particulars. 


His Czariſh majeſty has two palaces, one 


for winter and another for ſummer, on the 


Ingria ſide; but they have erected in the 


iſland, on the oppolite ſide, by which runs 


the great current, or channel of the river, 


the citadel, the council-houſe, the chancery, 


the magazines, and the exchange for mer- 
chants; which is troubleſome enough, be- 


cauſe there is no coming at it but by boats. 


They are building very much upon the 


ifland Bazil, or Waſſis-Oeftroffi Prince 


Menues f, has there a palace near the great 


river; and all the lords of the court are 


obliged

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obliged to build ſtone houſes in the ſame 


place. They are alſo erecting there a large 

edifice, in which merchants will be obliged 

to have ſhops and ſell their goods therein. 
The houſes of St. Petersburgh are already 


computed to exceed forty thouſand ; but 
moſt of them have but one ſtory: a great 
many are built with timber; and thoſe that 
are built with ſtone are but indifferent: 
ſome others are built with bricks, covered 


over with mortar on both ſides: they ſeem 
at firſt very fine, being built according to a 
new architecture, half French and half Ta- 


lan ; but when that mortar falls to pieces, 
which happens ſhortly after, by reaſon of 
the great froſts, and other injuries of the 


air, they have but a diſagreeable aſpect.

men. Here is a palace built by Peter the 
Great, and about twenty-five large brick- 
houſes; but the ſupport of them being ex- 
penſive, they are left uninhabited. In this 
place, Peter the Great had formed a plan 
of fixing the trade, and deſigned to _ 2 
canal near twenty miles long, on the ſouth 


ſide of the gulf, which would have paſſed

The Ruſſian naval power, which was 


created by Peter the Great, appears to be 
ſufficient he all the purpoſes of that em- 


pire, and capable of ſupporting their new 
conqueſts on the Baltic, ſhould the Swedes 
ever attempt to retake them by a naval 


power: though I believe the l of 


the Britiſh nation, as a maritime power, is 
no umpleaſing circumſtance to Ruſſia upon 


this very account. Their fleet conſiſts of 


twenty-five ſhips of the line, and fifteen 
bomb-ketches, Gredhips and frigates, of a- 
bout thirty guns each; of which the great- 
eſt part are kept in repair: and one, two, or 


three capital ſhips are built and launched 
every year at St. Petersburgh ; but what 
gives a great weight to their naval ſtrength, 


is the number of their gallies, which carry 


from one hundred to three hundred men, 


of which, only ſix or eight are ſailors. 
Theſe are proper for the Baltick in the 
ſummer; and as they draw but little water, 
they are formidable objects on an enemy's 


coaſt, as the Swedes experienced in their war

| Beſides the ordinary computation of two 


hundred and fifty thouſand regulars, the 
Ruſſians can colle& a body of forty thou- 


ſand, or more, of Calmucks, Coſſachs, and 
other Tartars. In the laſt Turkiſh war I 


have been aſſured that Ruſſia had above 
three hundred thouſand troops in pay; 
thus with their own money at home, or 


in foreign pay, when abroad in foreign ſer- 


vice, fo long as theſe people train up a 
number of good officers, they muſt have 
great weight in the political ſcale in Europe, 
as well as in Aſia. Their ſoldiers bear the 
- extremities of cold and heat, hunger and 


thirſt; and when well conducted to the 


charge, have generally ſhewn great intrepi- 


dity. Being provoked by long reſiſtance 


they are apt to be cruel when conquerors, 
of which I have heard ſeveral ſtories from 


thoſe who ſerved in the laſt Turkiſh war. 


The common' people in this country are 


cloathed with long coats made of dreſt ſheep 
ſkins, with the wool towards their bodies. 
Theſe are admirably adapted to the climate, 


and coſt only two rubles (H); they alſo uſe 
a coarſe cloth, in which they Wade their 
legs and feet; this is ſecured by a cord of 
reeds,” their ſandals being alſo of the ſame

material. Their caps are lined with fur, 
and cover the ears and neck as well as their 


heads: they wear ſaſhes round their waſte, 


and double gloves, one of woollen and the 
other of leather, which take in the hand 
without any diſtinction, except the thumb; 


and theſe are alſo an eſſential part of their 


cloathing. 

People of any Aae for the moſt 
part dreſs as we do in England, and are un- 
der no other neceſſity than that of wearing 
a full great coat lined with fur (J), ſuch 
as wolt's, fox's, or linx's, with a deep 
quilted or fur lined cap when they go a- 
broad. The women of the lower claſs, be- 
ſides their petticoats, wear ſheep ſkins, as 
the men: thoſe who move in a higher 
ſphere, wear flowered ſilk cloaks (in) Fncd 


with furs, of which the moſt common ſort 
is of white hares. Ladies of the firſt diſtinc- 


tion are ſeldom without theſe cloaks lined 


with rich furs, and by the advantage of 
coaches or ſledges and domeſtic convenien- 


cies, perhaps ſuffer leſs by cold than the 
people in the ſouth of France: although, 

upon the whole, I can by no means think 
it a climate conducive to the prolongation 
of life, eſpecially to * perſons, and va- 
letudinarians.

gave ſuch proof of a mind formed for 


great actions, that he ſeemed to be a man 
from his infancy, and with his manhood 


the hero grew up to that prodigious height, 
of which he gave the world ſo many 
proofs. 

The intimations he had received i fo- 
reigners of the government, arts, and im- 
provements of other countries, made him 
weep over the ignorance and barbarity of 
his own; but his ſorrow gave way to his 
hopes ; and fired with the noble ardour of 


true greatneſs, he reſolved to purſue it by 


the only path which, from the light of his 


own genius, he diſcovered to lead to it. He 


had too good a judgment to attempt the 


thing by any means but thoſe which alone 
were a en bie. How amazing was his re- 
ſolution, who was born to empire, and had 
an abſolute power over ſo many millions of 
people, to humble himſelf to the low offices 
and laborious drudgery of life! But he ſaw 
that cxample, aſſiſted by his boundleſs au- 
thority, could alone inſpire his people with 


juſt ſentiments, or compel them to a due 
obedience; and that the opulency and power 


of nations muſt ariſe from uſeful arts

and mechanic employments: he ſought that 


power and opulency at their fountain head, 
and determined in his own perſon to act as 


much like a Go p as a man could do, dif- 
fuſing his influence by actions, the due ef- 


fect of which, humanly ſpeaking, it was 
impoſſible for any man, except himſelf, to 


produce. Thus he ſubmitted as if he had 


been born only to a mean and low for- 


tune; and determined to do that which 
ſhould deſerve a crown; and when he had 
obtained it, to take on him the true glory 
of a King, in wearing it gracefully, and ac- 
cording to the order of that providence which 
watches over the good of mankind. His 
actions demonſtrate that he thought it more

It is hard to ſay what the world has loſt 
in the journal which he kept himſelf; pro- 
bably it contained what no hiſtorian can

* is in the right, and I am in fault; and 
immediately made up the quarrel by giving 
him money. Thus did this great monarch 
learn the true art of life and government, 
and through this voluntary arduous diſcip- 
line, lk hanſclf how to rate the ſpirits 
of an ignorant and uncivilized people. 

It has been imputed to this Prince, that 
he was cruel. The exact rule of mercy and 
juſtice cannot always be obſerved by any 
mortal man: and eaſt of all by princes, 
who cannot ſearch to the bottom of every 
thing. A man of his ſtrength of reſoluti- 

on, cannot be ſuppoſed to have a heart of 
the melting ſort; and the ingratitude and 
inſenſib llity of his: ſubjects, their repug- 
nance to accept the terms of their own feli- 
city by & the means *he ſought it for them, 
mans 1 
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means fo obviouſly productive of the end, 
and yet fo obſtinately reſiſted, could not but 


fire with ſome teien; and might 
alſo perſuade him they could Ke ruled only 


by a rod of iron. Thus he might com-

In the height of his glory, and af- 
ter the completion of his conqueſt, he had 
ſo entire a contempt of theſe. external cir- 
cumſtances which ſometimes conſtitute the 
7 whole of a King, except the power annexed 
to royalty, that he ſeemed ambitious only of 
a ſovereignty in foul, and to act rather than 
appear the King. He had an extreme dil- 
like to rich cloaths, and was never fo well 
fatisfied as in his regimentals(q): he never 
wore but one ſuit of embroidery, and that 
for a ſingle day only. In the ſummer time 
it was his uſual e to drive about the 
ſtrects of St. Petersburgh in a chair with one 
horſe, without any other attendance than one 
ſoldier on horſeback. In winter, he has been 
ſeveral times feen in a common hackney 
fledge (r). It would ſometimes happen 
that he had not the value of three-pence in 
his pocket to pay the fare; and he has more 
than once aſked the loan of this money of 
any perſon whom he knew, and accidental-

Menzekoff had the charge of public feaſts 
tor foreign miniſters, fo that Peter ſpent no 
time in vain ceremonies; and as to his own 


diet, it was rather coarſe than elegant. 


It is morally impoſſible that ſuch a coun-

But it is amazing, that this great Prince 


did not enter ſeriouſly into the conſideration 
of the bad adminiſtration of the laws, with 


regard to property and juſtice, till the very 
| cloſe of his life, and in his laſt ſickneſs. 


The reſolution he then took, confined the 


| determination of COMMON caviſes to the term 
of eleven days; but it was no more than a 


flaſh of light which involves the traveller in 
greater darkneſs. Laws which are fo ob- 
viouſly intended to ſupport the ſociety, are 


now in the moſt parts of Europe fo per- 
verſely wreſted to the purpoſes of lawyers, | 


to the eternal reproach of chriſtendom, as 
to become the plague and diſtreſs of the 
virtuous; and the inſtrument of the moſt 
deteſtable conduct of the baſe and corrupt 
part of mankind: nor is there, I believe, a 


ſingle country in all Europe, except Jruſſa, 


either in limited or arbitrary monarchies, 


where this is not complained of as a moſt 


crying 
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it is more than probable he would have 
ſhewn the King of Pruſſia that example, 


which this Prince, who deſerves to be call. 
ed Great, had he no other virtue, has given 
do all the other ſovereigns and nations in 


Europe. 
After what I have bleed of hs con- 


3 familiar to Peter the Great, the 


reader will not be ſurprized that he con- 
verſed with all ſorts of people of wliom he 


could learn any thing uſeful; among whom, 
ſome of the Engliſh and other foreign mer- 


chants were frequently his companions. He 


eat and drank with them, and was often 
godfather to their children: if his god- 
child died, he has even more than once at- 
tended their funerals. He was very inqui- 
ſitive about trade, yet he confeſſed it was 


what he leaſt underſtood: but his eſtabliſh- 


ment of the commerce in St. Petersbargh,

He had more 
than once received very melancholy proofs 
of the impatience of his ſubjects under the

To prevent a ſurprize, or any attempt e on

nion, he ordered one of his chamber- 


lains (s) to ſleep with him; which was an 
uncomfortable ſituation to them, as he was 
very angry if they awaked him; and in his 


ſleep he often graſped them very hard. 
What compleated his character as a ma- 
ſter of exquiſite art and acute judgment, he 


diverted his people into a contempt of that 


ſordid ignorance which for ſo many ages 
had reigned in this country, and which he 


now wide 1 it his taſk to baniſh. This could 


not be done more effectually, than by ridi- 
culing a ſuperſtitious reverence of the cu- 
ſtoms of their forefathers. With this view, 


he ordered a great number of dreſſes of 


the ſeveral officers of the crown and court 


as worn in paſt ages; and in theſe, himſelf 


and his whole court appeared in maſquerade: 


thus exhibiting themſelves to the people un- 


der ſeveral comic figures, they diverted

TI is remarkable, that when the Nuſſan

rent ſtivers of Holland, was eſtimated on 


exchange at ſeventy current ſtivers, and the 
price of their commodities regulated accord- 
ingly in the merchants calculation of them:

years. The Ruſſian ruble has too conſider- 
able an alloy to encourage the exportation,

5 85 hundred rubles a- piece: ſome of them 


exceed the choicelt fables of Dauria. 
* Having been ſome time mounting the 


Oby, ſometimes by the help of the fail, 
ſometimes by the flow labour of the tow- 


| line, M. Iibrand croſſed the mouth of the 
river H/, , which falls down from the 


mountains of Tugan, and empties itſelf in- 
to the Oly, to the north-weſt, below Na- 
rum, a ſmall city, where he arrived on the 


24th of Auguſt. This city ſtands on the 


: river fide, in a fine country, and is defended 
by a citadel with a good garriſon of Co/ſacks,

The banks of the Oby are inhabited by a 
people called Oſtiacks, who worſhip 5 7 
though at the lame time, they acknow ledge 
there is a God in heaven, but pay him no 


adoration. They have idols of wood, and 


idols of earth, in human form, which they 
faſhion with their own hands, and which 
ſuch of them as can afford it, clothe in 


ſilk, after the manner of Ruſſian habits. 


Theſe idols ſtand in their cabins, which are 
of the bark of trees, ſewed together with 
the guts of deer, and have, on one fide of 


them, bundles of hair, and a little bucket. 
full of a ſort broth of which they give them 
ſome every day, in a ſpoon made on pur- 


poſe, and which always runs down the cor- 
ners of their mouths, and makes them very 
- naſty,

pray to them, they ſtand upright, and make 


ſtrong motions with the head, without 


bowing the body at all, and keep a noiſe 


like thoſe who call dogs: They have nei- 


ther temples nor prieſts. 


"The Oftiacks marry as many wives as 


they can maintain, and make no ſcruple to 
wed with their neareſt relations. When 
one of them is jealous of his wife, he cuts 


off ſome hair from the belly of a be and 


carries it to the perſon he ſuſpects to be 


12 with her; if ne is innocent, he accepts 
but when he is guilty, he fairly owns 


a and comes to an amicable agreement 


with the huſband for the price of his wife: 


nor dare they act otherways, perſuaded that 


if a man ſhould preſume to accept the hair 
when he is guilty, the bear from whom it 
was cut, would devour him in three days 
time. When their friends and relations die, 
they lament about the body for ſome days, 


without ceaſing, with their heads covered 


up, and on their knees, without ſceing any 

body; and then they carry it to the grave 

upon poles. They are very poor, and in 

| ſummer live in miſerable huts; but they 
might eaſily better their condition, the coun» 

try about 15 Oby affording plenty of furs, 

and the river being ſtored with fiſh, eſpeci- 


ally fungen, twenty of which of the lar- 
f .— 
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geſt ſize, they will ſell for about three- | 


pennyworth of tobacco: but they are too 
lazy to work, and ſeek only for what may 
ſerve for a miſerable ſubſiſtence 1 in the win- 
ter. 


They hardly eat any thing bu fi when 
they travel, and eſpecially when they are 
fiſhing. They are of a middling ſtature, 


with hair either fair or red, and hoop flat 


faces and noſes. They are not at all in- 
clined to war, and know nothing of the 


_ uſe of arms; though they have both bows 


and arrows for hunting, but are not at all 


dexterous with them, They cover them- 
| ſelves with the ſkins of certain fiſh, and 


particularly with that of the ſturgeon, and 


have no manner of linen, Their ſtockings 


and ſhoes are all of a piece, and over all 
they wear a ſhort kind of looſe waiſtcoat, 


to which is faſtened a kind of cap, that they 


pull over their heads when it rains. Their 


ſhoes which are alſo of fiſh-ſkin, are not 
water-proof, ſo that they are always wet 


ſhod. They undergo all the rigours of a 
moſt dreadful cold upon the water, without 


any ſeeming pain, and clothed no other- 
ways than above-mentioned, except the 
winter prove very hard indeed, and then 


they put on two looſe waiſtcoats: but when 


this happens, it is a kind of zra with them, 


and they will aſk one another if they re-

member the winter when they wore two 
waiſtcoats? They wear but one when they 


hunt in the winter, and never cover their 


breaſts, thinking they ſhall ſufficiently heat 


themſelves, with running up and down upon 


the ſnow, with their ſledge ſhoes. When 
they happen to be overtaken with an extra- 
ordinary froſt, that they are unable to with- 


ſtand, they ſtrip themſelves as faſt as they 
can, and bury themſelves deep in the ſnow, 
that they may die the ſooner, and with leſs 
pain. The women are dreſſed much after 


the ſame faſhion with the men. 


Their chief diverſion is hunting the bear, 


upon which they go in companies, but no 
otherways armed than with a ſort of ſharp 
knife, made faſt to the end of a ſtaff, about 
fix feet long. When they have killed A 


bear, they cut off his head, is hanging it 


up to 2 tree, they run about i it, and ſeem 


to pay it great honours. 


They have petty princes among them, 


one of which came on board to ſee M. II 
brand. This man was appointed over ſome 


hundred cabins, and gathered the tribute 


theſe people are obliged to pay his Czarian 
majeſty's woywodes. He came with all 


his train; brought him a preſent of freſh 
fiſh, and. returned highly pleaſed with an 
exchange of brandy and ee He came

bis palace, who, out of curiofity, accepting 
his invitation, and going thither, was recei- 


ved by the Prince himſelf, and conducted 


into his houſe, which was made of the 


barks of trees, like the other cabins, but 
not extremely well ſewed together. The 


Moſcowite miniſter here ſaw four of the 
Prince's wives, the youngeſt of which had 
on a red cloth petticoat, with a great deal 


of coral and glaſs about her neck and waiſt, 


as alſo the treſſes of her hair, which hung 


down on each ſide, and upon her ſhoulders: 
ſhe had great rings or buckles in her cars, 


from whence hung ſtrings of coral beads, 
Theſe ladies, each of them offered him a 
ittle tub made of bark, full of dried fiſh, 
and the youngeſt a tub of ſturgeon, yellow 
as gold itſelf: he, in return, regaled them 
with brandy and tobacco, which are great 


delicacies with them. This cabin had no 
other furniture than ſome cradles and trunks 
made of bark, in which were their beds, 


full of wood-duſt, as ſoft as down itlelf. 
The cradles were at the end of the cabin, 


full of naked children, and the fire was in 
the midſt, There were no kitchen utenſils, 


fave one copper kettle, and ſome others of 


bark, which they can never ule, but when 


e is no flame. 


When theſe people ſmoke, to which both 
men and women arc very much addicted,

This has ſuch an effect upon them, that 
they fall down, and ly upon the ground for 
8880 time inſenſible, with their eyes open, 
and foaming at the mouth, like thoſe in the 
falling ſickneſs; ſome of them even die in 
this condition; ſometimes they fall into the 
river, or into the fire, and there come to a 
miſerable end; and ſometimes they are ſuf- 
focated to death with this ſmoke. 
Their boats are made of the bark of 
trees, and the timber and frame-work with- 
in of very ſlight pieces of wood. They are 
two or three fathoms in length, and not a- 
bove an ell broad; and yet they make a 
ſhift to live out in very bad weather. In 


winter theſe O/tiacks live under ground, with 


2 hole at the top of their caves for the 
ſmoke to go out. When it ſnows whilſt 
they ſleep by the fire, and they find one 
half of ak body covered with ſnow, when 
they awake, they turn themſelves with that 
next to the fire, and feel no inconvenience 
by it. 

M. Ibrand now left the Oby od N 
on the 1ſt of September, at "ths town of 
Keetſkoi, on the Keta, which falls north- 
weſt into the Oy. On the 28th he came 
to St. Sergius; on the 3d of October, to 
the village of Worozeikin, and on the 7th 

Volk . happily 
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happily arrived at Małoſtoi, after many in- 
conveniencies on the Keta, and ſuffering 
greatly from the want of proviſions. He 
reſolved now to expoſe himſelf no longer 


to the perils of the water, but to perform 
the reſt of his journey by land. Having 


travelled ſixteen leagues, upon the 12th of 
October, he came to Jenizeſkoi, where he 


ſtaid ſome time, to repoſe himſelf, and to 


wait for the winter ſeaſon being ſettled, that 
he might continue his journey in a fledge. 
In the mean time he made preparations for 


every thing he wanted, and had leiſure c- 
nough to examine what was remarkable in 
the city. It takes its name from the river 
Teniſia, which ariſing from the ſouth, croſ- 
ſes the Xalmuc mountains, and holds on al 


moſt in a ſtrait line to the northward, till 


it diſembogues itſelf into the icy ſea of Tar- 
tary. The city of Fenizeſks! is indifferent- 


ly large, well fortified, and well peopled. 
There is great plenty of corn, butcher's 
meat, and poultry. Its juriſdiction extends 
over a great number of the heathen Tau- 
gutes, who inhabit along the Feni/ra and the 
Tunguſka. They pay their tribute to the 


Czar in all forts of furs. The cold is fo 


intenſe here, that the trees bear no fruit. 


The envoy departing from Fenizeſkor, ar- 


[rived on the 20th of January 1693, at the 
EET ian 
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land of Riba, which ſtands i in the? middle 


of the river Tunguſka, and abounds in fiſh, 
eſpecially pike and ſturgeon, of an extraor- 
dinary fize. It is almoſt, wholly inhabited 


by Ruſſiuns. Upon the 25th he arrived at 


Kinckss upon the river Ilni, which riſes to 
the ſouth- ſouth-weſt, and diſcharges itſelf 


into the Tunguska, north- north-weſt. At 


ſome days journey from hence, is the great cataract 


cataract or fall of water of Shaman koi. of Sta- 
manſttoi.

The fall of this torrent is half a league in 
extent; the {ſides are hills of rock, and all 


the bottom is rock: it is terrible to behold, 
and makes a moſt frightful noiſe as it falls 


among the rocks, Gras of which appear a- 
bove water, and ſome are concealed under 
it. When the air is ſtill it may be heard 


at the diſtance of three“ German leagues. 
The veſſels wherewith they navigate up this 
torrent, are often fix or feven days in get- 


ting up, although they are quite light, and 
drawn up by capſtons, windlaſſes, anchors, 


and men. Sometimes it happens that they 
work a whole day in places where the wa- 
ter is low, and the rocks are high, and do 


not gain. the length of the veſſel, which is 


all that time in great danger. They unlade 


8 veſſels to go down, as well as to go 
the torrent, and carry the goods by

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fall is ſo precipitate, that they are Geldom

There are but few of the Ruſſians or the 


Tungnſes who are quite dexterous at this na-

der both fore and aft, and tho' they have 
dars ſhipped on each fide. The ſteerſman 


directs the men at the oars with the motion 
of a handkerchief, the noiſe being ſo rude 


and boiſterous, as to drown the found of 


the voice; and beſides this, they take care 
10 have their veſſel covered up, to prevent 


their ſhipping the water that goes over them. 
However, there happens every year ſome 


fad accident or other for want of ſkillful | 


pilots, who run upon the rocks, in which 
caſe there is no reſource, and they are either 


ſwallowed up by the furious torrent, or in- 


evitably daſhed to pieccs againſt the rock: 
nor is it eaſy to recover the dead bodies of 
thoſe ſo loſt; tho' on the ſhore are many 


croſſes erected at the places where ſuch 
wrecks have happened, and where the 1 
have been buried.

1 The people have no notion of money in 

coin; but if you want oxen or camels to 
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travel with to China, they will truck with 
you for pale fables, pewter or copper ba- 
ſons, red cloths of Hamburgh, otter-ſkins, 
ſilks of Perſi a of all colours, and gold and 


filver in ingots. In this manner you may 


buy an ox, which dreſſed would weigh from 
eight hundred to a thouſand pounds, for 
9. value of four or five rubles; and a ca- 


mel for the value of ten or doen: The 


inhabitants of this country, as well men as 
women, are robuſt and large of ſtature; 
have a face handſome enough in their way, 


and ſomewhat reſembling the Tartars of 


China. In winter-time both the one and 
the other wear gowns of ſheep-ſkins, with 
a great girdle, and a cap, called Malachaven, 
which comes over their ears; and in ſum- 


mer they wear gowns of an ugly ſort of 
red cloth. They are never waſhed but u- 
pon the day that they come into the world; 
they never pare their nails, and have ſcarce 


the appearance of human creatures. 
The men wear a beard under their chin, 
but pluck: out all the reſt; the ſeams of 


their clothes are adorned. with furs; their 
caps are of fox-{kins; their gowns of a blue 
cotton ſtuff, platted in the middle, and their 
boots are of ſkins with their hair outermoſt. 


The women wear coral-rings, and pieces of 


money in the treſſes of their hair; and the 


hair 
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hair of the girls or maidens is in ſnakes, 


that they look like furies. 
'The other women have their haie falling 


down on each fide, and adorned with all 
ſorts of figures in pewter: when they die, 
they bury them with their eſt cM and 


2 bow and arrows. 


Their only worſhip is to make certain 
motions of the head, at particular times of 


the year, to the goats and ſheep that are 


impaled at their doors. They pay the fame 
honour to the ſun and moon, but upon 
their knees, without laying a word, or u- 
ſing any ſort of verbal invocation. They 
have prieſts, whom they put to death 


whenever they pleaſe, and then bury them 
with money and clothes, that they may go 
before and pray for them. 


When they are under a neceſſity of taking 
an oath among themſelves, they repair to 
the lake of Baika/, upon a high mountain, 
which is ſacred with them, and which they 
can reach in two days journey: they are 
perſuaded that they ſhould never come down 
again alive, if they take a falſe oath. This 
mountain has for a great number of years 


been in high veneration with them, and 


they make frequent offerings of cattle there- 
on. 


The envoy, M. Miran 1 made 


| ome ſtay among theſe people, went to Fe- 
 Rutſkoi, 
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kutskoi, upon the river Angara, which riſes 


from the lake of Baikal, about eight leagues 


off. This town is ned with good tow- 


ers; its ſuburbs are very large, and corn, 
ſalt, butcher's meat, and fiſh, are ſo cheap 


there, that they do not give above ſeven 


pence for an hundred weight of barley. 
The country about is very fertile, and a- 
bounds in grain as far as Wergolenskii, 


| which is only ſome leagues diſtant. The 
Ruſſians in theſe parts have ſome hundred 
villages, and are very careful to cultivate 


i the land. 


M. Ilbrand having reſted himſelf ſome 
time at Feknrskoj, departed, on the firſt of 
May, in a fledge, and croſſed the country 


to the lake of Baikal, where he arrived u- 


pon the 1oth, and and it ſtill frozen over. 
This lake is about ſix German leagues in 


breadth, and forty in length, and the ice 
upon it two Dutch ells in thickneſs. 


The only river that goes out of this lake

Upon the 14th of May, he arrived at the 


caſtle of Tanzinsk9i, where was a good gar- 


riſon of Co//acks to make head againſt he | 


incurſions of the Mongales, who inhabit 
upon the frontiers of that country. Upon 


the 19th he arrived at Udinskoi, a town 


ſeated upon a hill, upon the foot of which, 
moſt of the inhabitants take up their abode, 
under the cannon of that fortreſs, along the 


river Uda, which falls into the Xilinga, a” 
quarter of a league below the town; in 
which there is alſo a good garriſon of Ruſſian 
| Cofſacks to watch the motion of the Mon- 
gales. 


This town, which is 0 key of the x pro- 


| vince of Dauria, is very much pe e- 


ven in the ſummer time, to the ravages of 
the Mongales, who often carry off horſes 
as they feed in the meadows. 'The land 


which is very mountainous, is fit for no 
fort of tillage, tho it abounds in cabbages, 


carrots, turnips, and ſuch- like vegetable 
productions; but no trees have as yet been 


| planted there. 


The envoy was forced to Ray here ſome 
time for camels and horſes; then went by 


land to the river On, which comes from 


the north-north-welt, and falls into the 
Uda. 
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Upon the 29th, hs arrived at Farauna, 


and was raviſhed to meet with towns again, 
after having crofſed a deſart country full of 


| high rocks; an irkſome journey, Bog 


= 55 he ſaw no ſoul from the time he le 

Udinsko;, This fortreſs is provided with a 
good garriſon of Cs//acks; and here alſo 
are many Ruſſians, who ſubſiſt by the ſale 
of ſables. The Konni Tunguſi, the hea- 
thens who inhabit along the river Tungusk 
and Angara, ſpread all over this country, 
and ſpeak a language peculiar to themſelves. 
When they dic they are buried with their 


clothes, and their arrows, and ſtones are 


put over their graves; then they plant a 
ſtake, to which the beſt horſe of the de- 
ceaſed is tied, and there ſacrificed. They 


live by the ſale of fable furs, which are per- 


fectly fine in this country, and of an admi- 


rallle black. Here allo arc fine luxes, and 
a ſort of ſquirrels of a black grey, which 


the Ciine/e were formerly wont to carry off 
with them. To the north of this fortreſs 
are three ſmall lakes, pot far from each o- 
ther, which together, are two leagues in 
circumference, and abound with pike, carp, 
perch, and the like. From hence are two 


ways, which lead to Zitinskoi or Plabiiſcha. 


The envoy ſent part of his ſervants by one 


of them, and took the other himſelf, 1155 3 


train of f fourteen followers, to Telimta, in 
which 
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which fortreſs' are numbers of Ruſſians, 
who, in the winter- ſeaſon, take ſables, e- 


qual to the very fincſt in Siberia, or r the 
province of Dauria. 


Here he paſled a night; and a K ne, or 


prince of the Tunguſes, called Liliulta, 
came to ſee kim.” This Lord had his 


hair done up with leather, and fo very long 


that it went three times round about his 


ſhoulders; and when let looſe, meaſured 
four Dutch ells in length. He had a fon 


with him but of fix years old, whoſe hair, 


which hung on his ſhoulders, was an ell in 
length. Theſe Tungu/es live i in great num- 
bers upon the hills and mountains of this 


country, and are generally rich, which pro- 


ceeds from their large dealings in ſables. 


For two days together they went over 
ſtony mountains, very lofty, to the north- 


weſt and ſouth-eaſt, The river K onela, 


which afterwards aſſumes the name of Wit. 


tim, riſes there to the northward; runs a- 


way to the north-eaſt, and falls into the 


Lena, and from thence into the icy or nor- 


thern ſea. The Zitta commences from 


the other ſide of the mountains, half a 
league from thence, and falls into the In- 
godda, or Amur, and from thence into the 
eaſtern ocean. 


Upon the 1 5th of June, N M. Ibrand arri- 


ved at " Plodbitcha, as the caravan with his 
ARK > ſervants 
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ſervants did the day before, having ſuffered 
greatly in the way Fro the Tunguſes, who 


had ſet fire to the dry graſs; ſo that the 


cattle being in want of forage, they had 


been obliged to go into the mountains for 


it at the diſtance of a league. 
He was forced to ſtay ſome days at Pad. 
hitſaba, upon the Zitta, to reſt him a little, 


and to get ready ſome rafts, by which he 
was to fall down the rivers Ingodda and 


Schilka to Nerzins&ksi ; for the waters were 

10 low, that there was no ſuch thing as go- 

ing in boats, nor was it quite fafe to go 
upon rafts in' the rocky places, where two 


of them were broke: they were laden with 


part of the envoy's equipage; but with ſome 


| trouble it was all ſaved. 


When every thing was ready, he ſent his 


camels and other beaſts of burthen before 


him, towards Ver Zinſkoi, by the way of 


the mountains, and following them himſelf, 
reached the river O99 ed the 19th. 


This river riſes from the fens of Mongal, 
and to the north-eaſt throws itſelf into the 
Ingodda, where having united their ſtreams, 
they go away together by the name of 


Schilka. Their waters are very white, and 


their borders are inhabited by ſeveral hoards 
of the Mongales, who commit frequent ra- 
vages on the other ſide of the Sh, quite 
to 1 But they are not always 


attended 
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ited with the beſt Suk upon theſe oc- 
caſions; they are not ſeldom repulſed, and. 
when any of them happen to be taken, 
they are ſure to be executed as common 


robbers. The Ruſſian Cofjacks alſo ſcour 


the country all along the Ouon, to take ven- 
geance on them, and ſpare not one that 
comes 1n their way. 


Upon the. 2oth, he happily atriveed's at 


Nerzinſkoi, a town upon the Nerza, which 


comes from the north-north-eaſt, ans diſ- 
#5 


charges itſelf into the Schilka, a quarter of 
a league from this fortreſs, whoſe works 
are not bad, and provided with a great 
number of braſs artillery, as well as with a 


good - garriſon of Danrian CofJacks, who 


ſerve bod h on foot and on horſeback. This 


place though ſurrounded with high hills, 


does not want for graſs grounds to feed its 


camels, horſes and other cattle. 'And here 


and there upon the hills, are patches of land 


fit for tillage, grazing, and fiſhing, The 


places about this town and hill produce all 
forts of flowers and plants; baſtard rhu- 
barb, or Kapontica, of extraordinary ſize; 
fine white and yellow lillies; red and white 
pionies of a charming ſcent, and of ſeveral 


forts; roſemary, thyme, ſweet marjoram, 
 Javend er, beſides many odoriterous plants 


unknown in Europe; but they have no 
ſort of fruit here except g gooſeberries. The 
heathens, 
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| heathens, who have a long time been in 


this country, and who are under the domi- 
nion of the Czar of Moſcouy, are of two 


ſorts; the Konni Tunguſi, and the Olenn; 


Tunguſi. The firſt are obliged to appear 
on SOL at the firſt orders of the Woy- 


wode, or Governor of Nerzinſtoi, or when 
the borders are infeſted by the Tartars ; and 


the Olenni are obliged to ſerve on ſoo, and 


armed in the town when occaſion requires. 


The chief of the Konni Tunguſi, when M. 


brand was there, was a Knez called Paul 


Petrowitz Gantimur, or in their language, 


Cantana Gantimur. He was pretty far ad- 
vanced in years, and of the country of 


Nieuheu, where he had been a Taiſcba, un- 
der the dominion of the King of China; 
but falling into diſgrace with that Prince, 


who depoſed him, he removed into Dauria, 
with his hoards or vaſſals, and embracing 


the Chriſtian faith of the Greek church, 
_ threw himſelf under the protection of the 


Czar. This Prince could bring three thou- 
ſand men into the field in twenty-four 
hours time, all well mounted, and good 
ſoldiers, provided with bows and arrows. 


It often happens that a ſcore or two of this 
people ſhall drive three or four hundred of 


the Mongal Tartars before them. 


Their worſhip is the ſame with that of 
the inhabitants of Dauria, from whom they 


pretend

frontiers of the Mongales. The women 


are here robuſt, with] broad faces, like the 
men; are, when they are on horſeback, 
armed like them with bow and arrow, whach 
they uſe with great dexterity, even when 
young maidens: nor does their dreſs differ 


from that of the men. Water is their com- 


mon drink; but thoſe who have wherewith- 
al drink tea, which they call Kard'tza, 
or black-tea, becauſe it tinctures the water 
with black inſtead of green. They boil it 
in mares milk, and a [tle water, to which 
they add ſome greaſe or butter. They have 


i a kind of tiles liquor, which they 
call Kunen or Aral, extracted from mares 
milk, they ſtir it every hour for one night, 
and then having put it in an earthen- pot 


well covered, and luted with paſte, diſtill it 
over a ſire. This is to be twice repeated 8 
before the liquor is fit to drink, and then it 


becomes as ſtrong and clear as a malt 1 


and fuddles as eaſily.

manner of the Burates, drying it as they do 


in the ſun. Their bread they make of the 


dried roots of yellow lillies, which they call 
Sarana, and which they apply to ſeveral di 


ules.

the diſtance of fifteen or ſixteen fathoms.
